A world-famed  chest  surgeon 
makes  a grim  prediction  in  the 
March  Reader’s  Digest.  Says  Dr. 
Alton  Ochsner:  “Every  heavy 
smoker  will  develop  lung  cancer 
—unless  heart  disease  or  some 
other  sickness  claims  him  first.” 
Of  every  100  persons  who 
develop  the  disease,  only  five 
will  be  alive  five  years  later.

BYU  Rescue  Team 
Takes  Instruction 

Twenty-two  members  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  Res- 
cue Team  are  presently  engaged 
in  a five  wtek  course  in  first  aid 
offered  by  the  American  Nation- 
al Red  Cross. 

Jackman,  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
instructor,  says  the  program  will 
qualify  each  man  to  handle  em- 
ergency first  aid  for  any  accident 
he  might  encounter  on  a rescue 
mission. 

Its  major  objective  is  to  supply 
the  Utah  area  with  a technically 
trained  team  of  men  capable  of 
rescue  work  in  rugged  terrain 
under  adverse  conditions. 

By  the  end  of  the  proposed 
training  schedule  each  member 
will  be  qualified  on  rope  climb- 
ing, rope  rescue,  and  first  aid. 

The  team  at  present  works 
jointly  with  the  local  Sheriff’s 
office  and  in  the  near  future  will 
be  engaged  in  activities  with  the 
Civil  Defense. 


a publication  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  Dr.  Ochsner 
tells  author  J.  D.  Ratcliff  that 
lung  cancer’s  toll  in  the  United 
States  has  leaped  from  2500  in 
1930  to  an  estimated  35,000  last 
year.  Cigarette  sales  for  the 
same  period  rose  in  almost  iden- 
tical proportion. 

No  self-respecting  gambler 
would  acept  the  odds  that  face 
lung  cancer  victims.  Of  every 
hundred  cases,  45  are  so  rav- 
aged by  the  time  they  see  a 
doctor  that  surgery  is  a waste 
of  time. 

Another  eleven  die  on  the  op- 
erating table.  Twelve  more  have 
their  chests  closed  without  fur- 
ther surgery  after  inspection 
shows  them  to  be  hopeless;  they 
die  within  a few  months. 

The  remaining  32  face  one  of 
the  most  massive  operations  in 
the  usually  delicate  surgical  do- 


main. Days  of  pain  follow  these 
operations. 

Even  worse,  every  patient 
must  endlure  at  least  five  years 
of  agonized  suspense  before  he 
can  be  considered  cured.  Only 
five  of  the  original  100  victims 
survive  these  five  years. 

The  rapid  growth  of  lung  can- 
cer makes  early  discovery  im- 
perative. Every  heavy  smoker 
over  40  owes  himself  the  mini- 
mum protection  of  having  a chest 
X-Ray  at  least  every  six  months, 
preferably  every  three  months. 
With  such  precaution.  Dr.  Ochs- 
ner believes,  lung  cancer  might 
become  50  per  cent  curable,  in- 
stead of  95  per  cent  fatal.

the  advancement  of  the  doctor- 
ate program  for  the  College  of 
Human  Development  and  Fam- 
ily Relationships.  The  program 
is  scheduled  to  begin  in  1960. 

“There  is  a major  need  for 
training  at  the  graduate  level  for 
marriage  counselors.  Our  people 
have  been  educated  to  the  need 
of  counseling  to  the  point  that 
the  demand  is  above  the  supply,” 
he  stated. 

BYU  has  an  affiliation  with 
Merrill  Palmer.  The  Detroit 
school  does  not  give  degrees,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Rutledge,  but 
gives  a block  of  training,  a year 
of  intense  study,  which  is  credit- 
ed to  the  student’s  university. 

Its  students  have  had  some 
training  upon  entering,  either 
just  before  or  just  after  re- 
ceiving their  doctorates.  Sev- 
eral BYU  students  have  re- 
. ceived  training  at  Merrill  Pal- 
mer. 

Dr.  Rutledge  said  that  he  was 
pleased  with  what  he  has  ob- 
served at  BYU.  He  stated  that 
authorities  throughout  the  na- 
tion are  watching  BYU’s  HDFR 
College  and  are  impressed  with 
it. 

He  was  pleased  to  learn  that 
more  than  2000  BYU  students 
are  enrolled  each  year  in  courses 
in  preparation  for  marriage.  “It’s 
an  indication  of  the  program’s 
acceptance  in  college,”  he  ex- 
plained. 

“A  major  factor  in  early 
breakups  of  marriages  is  that 
we  have  done  an  overwhelm- 


ing job  of  teaching  our  young 
people  what  to  expect  in  mar- 
riage but  do  not  teach  them 
how  to  get  it,”  Dr.  Rutledge 
went  on. 

“These  preparation  for  mar- 
riage classes  answer  the  stu- 
dents’ questions  and  reduce  their 
fears.  They  learn  that  having 
problems  in  marriage  is  not  ab- 
normal.” 

“The  successful  familj’^  is  not 
the  one  that  has  no  problems, 
but  the  one  that  solves  the  prob- 
lems,” Dr.  Rutledge  stated.

Utah  fans  are  breathing  a little 
easier  and  talking  a little  more 
about  championship  chances  now 
that  their  Redskins  have  faced 
their  toughest  test  of  the  season 
and  passed  with  “flying  colors.” 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
Cougars  found  themselves  fac- 
ing a tight  defense  and  a deter- 
mined Montana  Univerity  Grizz- 
ly as  they  fell  at  Missoula,  93-68. 


Dean  Larsen,  former  Cougar 
All-American  hoop  ace,  recently 
set  a new  Military  Air  Transport 
Service  Tournanfent  scoring  rec- 
ord as  he  tallied  45  points  for 
Palm  I Beach  Air  Force  Base 
against  Scott  Air  Force  Base. 

Larsen,  who  graduated  in  1954  | 
after  a dazzling  college"  career, 
was  the  top  scorer  in  the  Skyline 
Conference  with  an  average  of 
18.4  points  per  game.
